SAI-T LAKE CITY, Oct. 5.—The sixtieth 
semi-annual general conference of the 
Mormon 
church 
began 
yesterday. 
President Woodruff, of the church pre- 
sided. A great number of high digni- 
taries of the church were present, in- 
cluding five of the twelve apostles and 
George Q. Cannon, of the first presi- 
dency. 


President Woodruff, in his opening 
address, predicted 'that the church 
would live, thrive and flourish despite 
its enemies. He declared that it was 
founded on the word of God and noth- 
ing could stay its progress. The saints 
leceived all their revelations direct from 
God, including polygamy. 
The Lord 
would, therefore, sustain all these who 
obeyed his revelations. 


Apostle John W. Taylor was the next 
speaker. He urged his hearers to give 
unquestioning obedience to the priests 
of the church, whom he claimed, pos- 
sessed the spirit of revelation and spoke 
for God. He bore testimony that Pres- 
ident Woodruff and his counsellors 
were prophets, seers and revelators. The 
church had God's protection and could 
not be downed.' Implicit obedience in 
temporal and spiritural things, on the 
part of the members, were necessary"to 
retain the spirit of God, and fault find- 
ing with the priesthood 
should be 
avoided as well as criticism of the 
church authorities. 


Several other elders 
and apostles 
spoke in the same vein. 
The church 
authorities strain every effort to control 
their people, believing that if they 
cease to influence them in political mat- 
ters the ecclesiastical supremacy of the 
church will suffer.

A OREAT 


Tbe Uamage Done by tbe Oreat 
Storm on Carmen Island* 


CITY OF MEXICO, Oct. 5 . — A full re- 
port of the great cyclone on Carmen is- 
land, off the coast of Campeche, has 
been received. 
The cyclone started 
about 2 o'clock on the afternoon of the 
18th ult. 
It did not, however, gain its 
full strength until night. 
The follow- 
ing morning the shores were strewn 
with wreckage, there being only one 
vessel, the Jova del Lobregat, that 
weathered the gi'eat gale out of thirty- 
fiv.e vessels of all kinds in the port. 


The hurricane uprooted great trees, 
which fell upon houses in Carmen, de- 
stroying in all over one hundred, and 
damaging two hundred and fifty others. 
The big extract factory, the parochial 
church, and the new hospital were ser- 
iously damaged. 
The authorities are 
now busily engaged in removing the 
trees from the streets and searching the 
ruins for dead bodies. 
So far only one 
death from the stoi-m is reported, the 
captain of the Brigartine Enrique, Mr. 
E. Alcali, who was killed on the shore. 
The losses occasioned in the city by the 
storm are estimated at $500,000. 


News of great destruction to other 
towns near Carmen is now coming in. 
Pariscada and Partido have suffered the 
loss of many houses. In the vicinity of 
the last named town all crops are a com- 
plete loss. In Aquada de Purto Eeal, 
all the houses, with the exception of 
four, were destroyed by trees falling 
upon them. With the reports so far re- 
ceived the loss will not fall short o^ 
$1,000,000. Thirty-four vessels of all 
descriptions were wrecked in Carmen.

THE NICENE CREED! 


Tía« Hions« of, l>epntlea to tbe B^is- 


copal Coni^éatlon Decide to Keep 
Ic in Tpmir P r a j f r Book.

6 . — T h e H O I ^ of 
deputies to tiie Episcopal convention 
held in St. George's church, reconvened 
at 9 o'clock, this morning. The day's 
session was opened by prayer and relig- 
ious services conducted by the bishop 
of Delaware and Bev. Dr. Beatty, of 
Kansas. 


At 11 o'clock the discussion concern- 
ing the twelfth diange in the prayer 
book was resumed, at the poiot at which 
it was dropped on Thursday. Bev. J. 
K. Yaue, of Arkansas, said in regard to 
the Nicene creeds "It is not the creed 
of the church. It was first forced upon 
the church by civil power. It is the 
Boman creed and it is obligatory on us 
just as much as the 
infallibility 
of the pope. No such yoke as this 
should be put on any church in this free 
country." 


The discussion was participated in by 
others. Bev. B. H. Holland, of Mis- 
souri, also spoke strongly in favor of the 
retention of the creed. Bev. Dr. G. M. 
Christian, of Newark, said, "We have 
no more right to cut out the Nicene 
creed than we have to mutilate the 
Apostle's Creed and make no explana- 
tion." 


The house of deputies, by a vote of 
38 yeas, 9 nays (clerical), and 29 yeas, 
14 nays (lay), decided to keep the Ni- 
cene Creed as a part of the prayer book.

FOREIGN FLOODS ! 


DeaUi and 
Beatmctton 
Beanlcing' 
From the Vlooda in Japan— 
Anotlier StnlKe in 
iKindan* 


SAK FBANOISOO, Cala., Oct. 5.—The 
steamship Belgio from Yokahoma and 
Hong Kong, which arrived last night, 
brings advices stating ti7at the loss of 
life by the floods in Whayama, Japan, 
has not yet been officially ascertained. 
An investigation is in progress, but at 
the tiipe of the sailing of the Belgic one 
district had been canvassed. 


SAN FBANCISCO, Oct. 5.—Advices re- 
ceived from Japan this morning state, 
according to the latest report published 
in the Osaka AsaJd Shambun, that 238 
houses have been destroyed and 217 
persons kUled or drowned by the floods 
at Totoskawa. Several thousand people 
are destitute of food. 


A telegram from the chief police in- 
spector of the Wakayama prefecture, 
dated August 30, announced that 109 
persons were drowned by the late floods, 
122 crushed to death, 143 injured 
severely, 5,243 houses swept away and 
demolished, 26,386 buildings submerged 
and many bridges and embankments 
damaged. 


The Takio Toran, under date of Sep- 
tember 11, states that on the afternoon 
of September 11, at the dock yard at 
Tokio, one of the boilers of the steamer 
Yeija Mam, exploded, killing eight en- 
gineers and a fireman and blowing up 
the vessel. 


LONDON, Oct. 5.—^The laborers in the 
wool warehouses on the London docks 
have stmck work owing to the prefer- 
ence given to the "black legs" by the 
employes. John Bums and Ben Tillett, 
the headers of the recent dock laborer's 
strike are endeavoring to arrange a set- 
tlement, but there are fears that the 
strike will spread. 


SAN FBANCISCO, Cal., Oct. 5.—The 
steamship Australia, from Honolulu, ar- 
rived at this port last night. Among 
ler passengers were H. A. P. Carter, 
Hawaiian minister to Washington, and 
Geo. W. Merrill, ex-American minister 
to Hayti. Considerable excitement was 
created among the natives on the twenty- 
third by a report to the effect that the 
Hawaiian cabinet had concluded a treaty 
agreeing to the 
annexation of the 
Islands to the United 
States. The 
mmor had its origin in the fact that a 
proposition favoring 
full reciprocity

the spark of life begins to flicker before it 
is fairly lighted! 


It is to people of this class that benev- 
olent meu and women ministered when 
they inaugurated the movement several 
year,'; ago for "fresh air funds." 
These 
charities have touclied the higher-class 
people of the c'ities of the country as 
well, and while thousands of dollars 
have been contributed by iirban dwellers, 
i (jiiallv generous and even more gratefiil- 
ly toucbin.ii has been the resjDonse from 
tLe country, where owners of pleasant 
lioujes have thrown open their doors to 
these unwashed waifs of the street, and 
have taken the ill-fated and hardly nour- 
ished children into their family bosoms 
for one or two weeks miring the heated 
term, giving the half-famished creatures 
a hreiith of pure air, a taste of healthful 
iood and a glimpse of the beauties of 
nature. 


The movements in favor of these fresh 
air funds have generally been undertaken 
and managed by the ipublishers of some 
jiaper, certain New York and Chicago 
journals having taken great interest for 
several years in promoting the philan- 
thropic work. 
Encouraged by such able 
championship, the movements have taken 
hold of the popular heart and extended 
from the more wealthy residents of the 
cities to the humblest classes, including 
employes of manufacturing establish- 
ments and commercial houses whose 
weekly earninjis would seem hardly suffi- 
cient to 8ui)port the mouths dependent on 
them. 


In New York the Tribune was perhaps 
the leader in this benevolent enterprise, 
and thousands of little ones are to-day 
in the land of the living as a result of 
that paper's efforts to give them a week 
of country air and food. 
Other papers 
have ably seconded the movements of the 
Tribune 
or started independent enter- 
prises of their own in the same line, and, 
in fact, all the leading journals of that 
city are heart and hand united in the 
Krand project of saving the lives of the 
Mttle ones born in squalor and reared in 
misery. 


In the West there is no city quite so 
badly overcrov/ded in the tenement quar- 
ters as is New York. Y'^et in certain dis- 
tricts of Chicago there is abundant need 
for the exercise of similar charity, and a 
movement 
begun some j'ears ago by the 
Daily News has grown and 
flourished, 
increasing each year, till thousands of 
dollars are now annually subscribed and 
wisely expended in giving the children a 
week of country life during dog days. 
Offers come in from hundreds of rural 
homes to take from one to a dozen boys 
or girls for one or more weeks, giving the 
youngsters all they can eat and drink, 
and allowing- them to amuse themselves 
in all proper directions on the green 
prass beneath the clear skies of the 
country homes. 


Do the children enjoy it? They look 
forward to their country week from the 
day of their return one year to?the hour 
of their departure the next, and sad,^in- 
deed, is the lot of boy or girl who, enjoy- 
ing the rare advantage one season, is 
deprived of it another. 


In addition to the " country week" plan 
of giving fresh air to the boys and girls 
the Daily News has undertaken a new de- 
parture, now in the fourth year of its 
existence, and that is providing fresh air 
for the babies of tired and overworked 
mothers who have neither time nor money 
to give themselves and their helpless 
charges recreation. 
This object has been 
the more easily attained in Chicago by 
reason of the proximity of Lake Michigan, 
and the coolmg breezes that come from 
over its heaving bosom have been utilized 
in a unique and happy manner. 


Selecting a point on the shore of the 
lake far enough away from the business 
and manufacturing districts to be reason- 
ably free fr®m smoke and dust, an open- 
sided pavilion was erected,"Where, pro- 
tected by a roof from the burning son, 
mothers might take their babies for a day 
or a half day, resting themselves and car- 
ing for the wants of their offspring at the 
same time. A superintendent and several 
nurses were also provided, the latter of ten 
volunteers from among the families of 
the well-to-do, and in cases where moth- 
ers cottld not leave their household or 
buBiness cares (or even a day (for on

front for nearly two miles, and containing 
within its limits several thousand acres. 
The Park Commission has wisely laid out 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in pro- 
viding beautiful walks and drives and in 
adding to the natural beauties of the spot 
everything tnat art could suggest as ap- 
propriate and pleasing. 
The zoological 
collection is one of the best in the world 
—undoubtedly the best in this country, 
the display of flowers and rare plants 
equaled by few, while private enterprise 
and pultlic gratitude have erected in 
suitable locations costly statuary in honor 
o'f eminent statesmen and literateurs. 
It 
is on the eastern edge of this beautiful 
park that the Sanitarium is located, with 
the leafy groves and fragrant floWers all 
about on the shore side and the broad ex- 
panse of Lake Michigan 
lapping its 
foundations on the other. 


The illustrations show the character 
and general appearance of the structure 
designed by the architects, Messrs. Burn- 
ham & Eoot. 
The great platform, 90 
feet wide and supported on substantial 
piles, projects out into the lake more than 
200 feet. The broad, overhanging eaves 
of its ample roof cover 16,500 square feet 
of floor surface, over which will swing 
from 150 to 200 infants' hammocks, while 
its broad verandas and open-air court at 
the lake extremity will readily accommo- 
date in all a total of 1,000 individuals. 
The hammock court is screened from 
public view so as to insure necessary 
privacy without obstructing the free cir- 
culation of air, while wing panels allow

At the shore end are grouped the neces- 
sary offices sufficiently indicated in the 
floor plan illustration. 
On the right of 
the entrance is a commodious reception 
room, from which guests are taken into 
the doctor's office lor the examination 
necessary to secure exclusion of contagi- 
ous diseases and for riiediCal attention on 
occasion. 
Thence the guests are regis- 
tered in the office and the matron gives 
them in charge of trained nurses who 
will assign them to suitable quarters, 
provide chairs, hammocks, etc. 
The 
matron's room, communicating both with 
the office and the physician's room, is a 
commodious dormitory for the care of 
critical cases which it may be desired to 
keep over night; this will be filled with 
cribs, bedding, etc. 
On the opposite 
side of the entrance is a large diet 
kitchen, also pantries, store rooms, etc., 
and a range of bath rooms and closets. 


The whole structure is directly over the 
water, the we'st front being connected 
with the park by a broad bridge with a 
gentle ascent for baby carriages.

close proximity to the zoological depart- 
ment and other features of interest, the 
older children—who, in 
many cases, 
must be brought with the ailing infant- 
will find ample enjoyment and pastime 
without encroaching: upon the sanitaiium 
proper.

FRENCH SCULPTURE. 


ANTON M E B C I E , TEffi ' CTEI^EBRATEI» 
F R E N C H

The Master at AVork in His Studio—Im- 
pressions Produced on Young: Artists—A 
Review of the Works T h a t Have Given 
the Sculptor His Reputation. 
Lorado Taft, the well-known artist and 
art critic, contributes to the Chicago l7iter 
Ocean an entertaining account of a visit to 
the studio of An- 
ton Mercie.the cele- 
brated 
F r e n c h 
sculptor: He invit- 
ed us into the pret- 
ty ante-chamber, 
and had us set our 
clay sketches on a 
heavy, carved table. 
With nervous haste 
we 
removed 
the 
wrappings, getting 
desoerately tangled 
up in the strings 
and winding sheets.

Doubtless 
ANTON MEBCiE. 
it was on account 
of my obstructed flow of language that I 
neglected to call the sculptor's attention to 
the resemblance between my little relief 
and Vedder's Cumffian Sibyl, which I trust- 
ed he had never seen. My companion like- 
Wise may have had certain mental reserva- 
tions—historic data as to the "inspiration" 
of his composition—which were not vouch- 
safed. 
, 
. ^ , 
We had promised ourselves never to do it 
agrain, if only we could manage to interest 
him that time and gain his consent to our 
periodical incursions. It was accomplish- 
ed, a cor.iial invitation given us not only to 
Dring all of our sketches for criticisn^ but 
also to come in and see hUn at work when 
We would. We modestly suggested that we 
thought the present moment a favorable 
occasion for accepting the latter invitation, 
and were straightway ushered into tho 
great studio. 


We grew accustomed to it afterward, but 
the first impression of that apartment was 
of a palatial hall. 
The great flre-plac« 
and carved mantel, 
the gallery running 
along the high wall, 
the paintings and 
picturesque furni- 
ture, with the wax- 
ed floor, madesiicL 
a contrast to tht 
barn-like, 
clay- 
strewn ateliers ot 
the Beaux Arts, oi 
the humble quar- 
ters of the "an- 
eiens" of the school' 
who were 
begin- 
ning 
for 
them- 
selves, that we werei 
in serious doubt a^ 
to whether model- 
ing could be done 
in so sumptuous 
and so clean a plac» 


Here and there 
a l a d y ' s 
t o m b ^ 
we noticed Avith pleasure certain familiar 
forms; tho original plaster model of the 
-Young David." reproductions of tho "Gloria 
Victis." "Quand Meme," etc. It chanced 
that there was no sculptural work of im- 
portance under way at the time. M. Mercie 
explaining with an apologetic smile that he 
had fits of "painting fever" which he could 
not resist. He tnen called our attention to 
the large canvas upon which he was en- 
gaged; a sinele nude figure, beautifully 
composed, but whidh I believe was never 
finished. The Venus now in the Luxum- 
bourg, a painting which won him high hon- 
ors at tho following Salon, proves that the 
"painting fever" was not with him the fre- 
quent fruitless yearning of talented men to 
do something that they can not do. 


Of a far less elevated type and motive 
than his sculpture, this painting shows a 
perfection of technical ability wonderful in 
the work of a novice. Its flesh is so real 
that a usually consetvative critic forthwith 
dubbed the amateur painter the "Modern 
Correggio," 


M. Mercie has had little leisure 
to 
"amuse" himself with the brush since that 
time. 


Leaving it to Mr. Brownell to discuss the 


difl"erences between "sculptural poetry" and 
, "sculptural rhetoric," and the burning ques- 
tion as to wnether Mercie's sculpture pos- 
sesses too much or too little "style," I 
would wish to pass rapidly in review the 
most famous of M. Mercie's works. Al- 
though but a comDarativply young man 
(born in Toulouse in 1845). this warm- 
blooded Southerner has already produced 
a long series of chef-d'a3uvres: Like Paul 
Dubois, he is as remarkable for making no 
mistakes as he is for the high excellenc« of 
individual works. He possesses that un- 
failing instinct for the right thing, coupled 
with thorough science and patient execu- 
tion, whicn assures success of every work 
from its first conception. His career has 
been one series of triumphs. 


Beginning with the "Young D-^-vid.'' his 
first envoi from Rome, and wbnse firm. 
lithe figure and vic- 
torious trown have 
been made famiUai 
by Barbedien's re- 
productions, we find 
a noiable advance 
in purpose in the 
next year's exhibi- 
tion. the "Gloria 
Victis." Followin; 
c l o s e upon th< 
events of '70 and 
'71. this artist's- 
dream, a poem in 
bronze, a glorifica- 
tion of the defeat- 
ed, struck 
a re- 
sponsive chord in 
the heart of th( 
French public, and 
raised the young 
sculptor to a peril- 
o u s eminence o! 
popularity. 
How 
well he has held 
his own will be 
proven by our re- 
maining illustra- 
tions.

I know of no more fierily impetuous work 
of modern sculpture than M. Mercie's 
"Genie des Arts," a colossal relief forming 
the most conspicuous decoration on the 
south facade of the Tuileries, over th'e gate- 
way to the Place du Carrousel. The brazej^ 
horse seems to have scarcely lost the iur- 
nace glow, and still breathes fiame from his 
feverish nostrils. The rider is strong, but 
airily poised, and beckons to the busy 
world. 
Would that our Western world 
might shut out once in a while the din of 
traffic, and listen if but for a moment to 
the spirit of beauty! One would naeet then 
fewer intellectual moles and bats, fewer 
devotees of the muck-rake; one-sided crea- 
tions. struggling all their years to' acquire 
the means for gratifying tastes, only to dis- 
cover in the end that the starved tastes 
exist no longer. 


The sweet female figure in this composi- 
tion, which seems with a touch to curb the» 
restless courser, is said to have been mod- 
eled from the artist's fair-faced wife, the 
daughter ot a wealthy Parisian biinker. 


Theodore Child tells us that at the time 
M. Mercie was called upon for the tomb of 
Michelet, he had never read a word, of that 
great author. ' He procured one of his 
works, and "needed only to read a single 
ohapter iu order to comprehend Mlehelet 
thoroughly and to conceive averfect monu- 
ment. ** '

relief is occupied by a majestic floating 
form—the aitlst's 'symbolio representation 
of Truth. She is enveloped in the folds of 
an airy mantle, the peculiar treatment of 
which is characteristic of M. Bfercie. With 
her uplifted right hand she points to the in- 
scription. "L'histoire est nne resurrection," 
the words of him who sleeps below. 


In 1884v M. Mercie was hard at work on 
his portr^t group of Louis Philippe and 
wife, destined for their tomb. This we saw 
develop from day to day; first the bare rods

and wires, then the outlines ot the erect 
bourgeois King, and the kneeling figure of 
his devoted spouse. Behind the two sat an 
angel of indeed most angelic mien, even in 
the indistinct ebauche. The cnange from 
week to week was astonishing, and though 
the master's hands could not possibly do so 
much alone, his mind was guiding every 
stroke. Sometimes he would descend, and 
with an almost imperceptible gesture guide 
the efforts of an assistant upon the high 
scaffold; a nod or a move of the finger 
would indicate where the clay was to be 
added or scraped off: an eye-brow to be 
lowered, or an ear to be moved forward. 
Meanwhile two American boys looked on in 
open-mouthed admiration, and wondered 
if they would ever have a chance to do such 
big work. They are still wondering. 


In the salon of '85, M. Mercie exhibited 
what seems to me his most beautiful work, 
this sleeping female figure which he calls 
"Le Souvenir," chiseled from an immense 
block of bluish marble. 


Upon a recent visit to Paris I found my 
old friend fairly overwhelmed with impor- 
tant orders. Among other things under 
way, nearly filling the two large studies 
which he now requires, there was the be- 
ginning in clay of a monument to Baudry. 
the painter; colored models for the decora- 
tion of the new Sarbonne; a tomb for Con- 
stantinople. etc. It was with a feeling of 
real pleasure that I congratulated him on 
the award of two important works by our 
nation—the Robert Lee monument, of Rich- 
mond. and the Lalayetto for the city of 
Washington, I was glad for him ; was par- 
ticularly glad for America's sake.

SEVEBAII new daily papers have sprang 
up in Northern Indiana within the last 
few weeks. 


THE postmaster-general has appointed 
David P. Liebhardt, of Indiana, super- 
intendent of the dead letter office, post 
office department, at 82,500 per annum. 


THE democrats have elected their gov- 
ernor in Montana. 
The legislature is 
still in doubt, but the dispatches, at 
this writing, indicate that it is also dem- 
oorutic. 


MICHIGAN is making an eflfort to se- 
cure the vacancy on the bench of the 
supreme court of the United States in 
the person of Albert Russell, an emi 
neut lawyer of Detroit. 


OWING to a mistake made by a legis- 
lative bill d'evk, section 19 of the new 
high-licenso liquor law of Michigan is 
void. 
This section compelled druggists 
to secure permits and to make annual 
statements of their sales. 
This, it is 
considered, will not materialize the en- 
tire law, but it removes all restriction 
from druggists. 


THE department of state has received 
a telegram from 
General Franklin, 
United States commissioner-general to 
the Paris exposition, saying that the 
United States exhibit has been awarded 
fifty-three grand priises, 190 gold medals 
271 silver medals^ 218 bronze medals, 
220 honorable mentions, and indicating 
that the collaborators' awards, not yet 
announced, will undoubtedly increase 
their number. 


IN 1888 Lotta, the actress, paid $5,000 
on a supposed contract to purchase the 
St. Paul opera house, the instrument be- 
ing signed by the secretary and treas- 
urer of the company. Judge Nelson de- 
cided that thoy had no authority to 
make such a contract» and gave a ver- 
dict of ^5,364 in favor of the actress. 
Another action is pending in which the 
company seeks to compel Lotta to pay 
$143,000 and take possession. 


THE British Medical association has 
lately published an extensive statement 
of the influence of alcoholic drinlis on 
the duration of human life. 
The com- 
mission in charge, after examining care- 
fully 4,334 cases of death, reported as 
follows: Total abstainers live 51 years 
22 days; habitually temperate drinkers, 
G3 years, 13 days; careless drinkers, 59 
years, 67 days; free drinkers, 57 years 
59 days; decidedly intemperate drinkers, 
53 years, 13 days.

chip. 
Now, if you want 0 good bit of 
steak, have a clear hot fire, set your 
clean empty pan on a spot, cover it np, 
then round your steak, and when yonr

As soon as it has 
crisped enough to let go its hold on the 
pan, turn over and cover quickly; turn 
again an at first, and continue to do so 
about every two minutes until you have 
turned it about six or eight times.

There are few busier men in Fort 
Wayne than Supt. T. R. Pickard, of the 
Bass foundry and machine works. 


The great manufacturing establish- 
ment with which he is connected is the 
largest of the kind there is in the world, 
and sends its manufactured products 
into every state of the union. 


It employs more than 1,200 workmen 
and is divided into a dozen different de- 
partments, each of which is a manufac- 
turing establishment in itself. 


Over this vast enterprise Mr. Pickard 
exercises' a superintending 
control, 
looking after the working interests and 
the products turned out by the firm. 
He does this, it is true, through the va- 
rious foremen of the different depart- 
ments, but the task is one that keeps 
him busy, and a visiter at the Bass 
works rarely finds him idle. 


Mr. Pickard arose to his present posi- 
tion from the ranks. 
He came to this 
city somewhere in the fifties, about 1858 
we think, and took a position in the es- 
tablishment with which he is now con 
nected as an iron moulder. 
He had 
learned his trade at Mt. Vernon, Ohio, 
and a few years after coming here, was 
advanced to the position of foreman of 
his department. 


His sterling worth and business meth- 
ods made him a valuable man to his em- 
ployers and he was advanced from one 
place to another until he reached the 
superintendency, a position that he has 
held for years. 
No man is better fitted 
for it than he. He is thoroughly ac- 
quainted with every department of the 
wjrks, a favorite with the vast body of 
men in his employ, and is thoroughly 
wedded to his duties, which he knows 
how to perform so well. To his keen 
foresight and careful management, the 
Bass works owes much of its success and 
his place would be a hard one to fill. 


Although always busy, he is easy. of 
approach, pleasant and social, and few 
men are better posted in general affairs 
or have the city's interest and advance- 
ment more at heart than he. 
Such men 
as T. R. Pickard are an honor to any 
community and the city is pround of 
busy workers like him. 


POWDERIIY's DEFENSE. 
The gist of Master Workman Powder- 
ly's statement to the prtjss was to the 
effect that if he was responsible for the 
failure of the great southwestern strike 
it was because he was deceived by Mr. 
Gould, in whom he had implicit confi- 
dence. 
Concerning bis action in the 
matter of the southwestern strike Mr. 
Powderly said:— 


" I found that the men in authority 
were very much opposed to having the 
executive board interfere in any way, as 
they preferred to regulate their own 
affairs. I afterward learned that this 
sentiment was directly contrary to that 
of the rank and file, who wished us to 
take charge of the strike. I admit one 
fault. I was deceived by J^y Gould. He 
told me that he would submit the mat- 
ter to arbitration, and this was my un- 
derstanding. 
He afterward took the 
position that he would only arbitrate 
with the men then in his employ. 


"Is it true that the Kaights of Labor 
have been losing ground lately?" 


"Yes and no. 
We have lost in num- 
bers but gainedj^in organization and 
character. 
At^the present time we are 
gaining in numbers rapidly. 
In 1886 it 
was reported that we had 702,000 mem- 
bers, but as a matter of fact we never 
had more than 500,000. 
In 1880 we 
reached low water mark, having about 
150,000 men in good standing, now the 
Knights number about 260,000. The 
cause of the increase is a better under- 
standing of our objects, and, I believe, 
general confidence in the executive 
board." 


GOSSIP OF THE DAY. 


W. C. Arp, master mechanic of the 
shops of the Pennsylvania company in 
Logansport,

which he is superintendent, introduced 
natural gas quite recentlj', even to the 
firing up of engines. 
On Wednesday

steam pressure had reached a point that 
the engine could be run out of the 
round house and got ready to take out a 
train. 


The Bailwa/y Age^ in its next issue, 
will publish statistics of the railwaj 
building in the United States during 
the first nine months of the current 
year. It finds that over 3,400 miles of 
main line track have been laid since the 
year began, and that the probabilities 
are that fully 5,000 miles, and perhaps 
more, will have been completed before 
the end of the year.

SAMSON'S SHOM LOCKS. 


S U B J E C T O F D B . TAi:.]»AGX:'S SEBMOIf 
SUNDAY, SEPT. 29. 


Bis Text I s from J u d g e s xvi, 5, a n d 
B i s 
Discourse Is One of t h e Most 
P o w e r f u l 
of t h e 
Year—FuU Report 
of 
H i s 
K e - 
marks. 


The subject of Dr. Talmage's sermon 
in the Brooklyn Tabernacle on Sunday, 
Sept., 29, was: "The Shorn Locks of 
Samson." He took for his text Jadees 
svi, 5.: "Entice him, and see wherein his 
great strength lieth, and by what means 
we may prevail against him, that we may 
bind him to afflict him; and we will give 
thee every one of us eleven hundred 
pieces of silver." 
The sermon was as 
follows: 


One thousand pounds, or about five 
thousand dollars of our monej'-, were 
thus offered for the capture of a giant, 
[t would take a skillful photographist 
to picture Samson as he really was. The 
most facile words are not supple enough 
to describe him. 
He was a giant and a 
child; the con^eror and the defeated; 
a b l ^ o snap a Ron's jaw and yet capt- 
areoDy the sight of a maiden. 
He was 
ruler and slave; a commingling of vix"tue 
and vice, the s^iblime and the ridicul- 
ous; sharp enough to make a good rid- 
dle, and yet weak enough to be caught 
in the most superficial stratagem; honest 
enough to settle his debt, and yet out- 
rageously robbing somebody else to get 
the material to pay it; a miracle and a 
scoffing; a crowning glory and a burn- 
ing shame. 
There he stands, looming 
op above other men, a mountain of 
fiesh, his arms bunched with muscle that 
ean lift the gate of a city, taking an at- 
titude defiant of armed men and wild 
beasts. 
His hair had neverbeen cut and 
it rolled down in seven great plaits over 
his shoulders, adding to hia 
fieiceness 
and terror. 
The Philistines want to 
conquer him, and therefore they must 
find out where the secret of his strength 
lies. 


There 
a woman living in fhe valley 
of Sorélí^by the name of Delilah. 
They 
appoint her the agent in the case. 
The 
Philistines are secreted in the same 
bu-ikling, and then Delilah goes to work 
nnd coaxes Samson to tell what is the 
pcret of his strength. 
"Well," he says, 
if you sliouid take seven green withs, 
such as they fasten wild beasts with,and 
put then) around me, I should be per- 
tev¿t]y x^o'^'ci'lcss." So she binds-him 
with the seven green withs. 
Then she 
clnps her hn.nds and says, "They come— 
the Philistinesl" and he walks out as 
though there were no impediment. She 
coaxes him again and says, "Now tell me 
the secret of this great strength;" and 
he replies, "If you should take some 
ropes that have never been used, and tie 
toe with them, I should be just like 
other men." 
She ties him with the 
ropes, claps her hands and 
shouts, 
"They 
come—the 
Philistines!" 
He 
walks out as easy ns he did before—not 
a single obstruction. 


She coaxes him again, and he says: 
'Now, if you should take these seven 
long plaits of hair, and by this house 
loom weave them into a web, I could 
Dot get away." 
So the house loom is 
rolled up, and the shuttle flies back- 
ward and forward, and the long plaits 
of hair are woven into a web. 
Then she 
claps her hands and says: "They come! 
the Philistines!" He walks out as easily 
as he did before, dragging a part of the 
loom with him. 
But after a while she 
persuades him to tell her the truth. He 
Bays: "If you should take a razor, or 
shears, and cut off this long hair, I 
should be powerless and in the hands of 
my enemies." 
Samson sleeps, and, that 
she may not wake him up during the 
process of shearing, help is called in. 
You liuow that the barbers of the East 
have such a skillful way of manipulat- 
ing the head, to this very day, they will 
put a man, wide awake, sound asleep. 
I 
hear the blades of the shears grinding 
against each other, and I see the long 
locks falling off. The shears, or razor, 
accomplishes what green withes and 
new ropes and house loom could not do. 


Suddenly she claps her hands, and 
says: "The Philistines be upon thee, 
Samson!" He rouses up with a struggle, 
but his strength is all gone! He is in 
the hands of his enemies! I hear the 
groan of the giant as they take his eyes 
out, and then I see him staggering on in 
his blindness, feeling his way as he 
goes on toward Gaza. 
The prisión door 
is opened and the giant is thrust in. He 
sits down and puts his hands on the mill 
crank, which, with exhausting horizon- 
tal motion, goes day after day, week 
after week, and month after month— 
work, work, work! The consternation 
of the world in captivity, his locks 
shorn, his eyes punctured, 
grinding 
corn in Gaza. In a previous sermon on 
this character I learned some lessons, 
but another class of lessons are before 
us now. 


Learn first how very strong people are 
soruetimes coaxed into great imbecili- 
ties. 
Samson had no right to reveal the 
secret of his strength. 
Delilah's first 
attempt to find out is a failure. He says: 
"Green withes will bind me," but it was 
a failure. Then he says, "A nev/ rope 
will hold me," but that also was a fail- 
ure. Then he says, "Weave my locks 
into a web and that will bind me," yet 
that also was a failure. But at last you 
see how she coaxed it out of him. 
Un- 
important actions in life that involve no 
moral principle may without injury be 
subjected to ardent persuasions, but as 
s0on as you have come to the line that 
separates right from wrong, no induce- 
ment or blandishment ougfit to make 
you step over it. 


Suppose a man has been brought up 
in a Christian household and taught sa- 
credly to observe the Sabbath. 
Sunday 
comes; you want fresh air. 
Temptation 
says, "Sunday is just like other days; 
now don't be bigoted; we will ride forth 
among the works of God; the whole 
earth is His temple; we will not go into 
any dissipations; come, now, I have the 
carriage engaged and we shall be back 
soon enough to go to church in the 
evening; don't yield to Puritanic no- 
tions; you will be no worse for a,fide in 
the country; the blossoms are out and 
they say everything is looking glorious." 
"Well, i will go to please you," is the 
response. And out they go over the 
street, conscience dro^vned in the clat- 
ter of the swift hoofs and the rush of the 
resounding wheels. 
That tempted man 
may have had moral character enough 
to break the green withes of ten thou- 
sand Philistine allurements, but he has 
been overcome by coaxing. 


Two young men passing down this 
street come opposite a drinking saloon, 
with a red lantern hung out from the 
door to light men to perdition. 
"Let 
ns go in," says one. 
"No, I won't," 
says the other, "I never go to such 
places.'" "Now, yon don't say you are 
as weak as that? Why, I have been go- 
ing there for two years and it hasn't 
hurt me. Come, come HOW, be a man. 
If you can't stand 
anything stronger 
take a little sherry. • You need to see 
the world as it is. I don't believe in in- 
temperance any more than you. 
I can 
stop drinking just when I want to. You 
shall go. Now come right along." Per- 
suasion has conquered. 
Samson yields 
to the coaxing, and there is carnival in 
hell ^ a t night among the Philistines, 
and «ley shout: 
"Hal ha! we've 
got 
him." 


Those who have th« kindest and most 
sympathetic nattires are the most in dan- 
ger. Your very disposition to please 
others will be the very trap they set. 
If 
yon were cold and harsh and severe in 
your nature you would not he tampered 
with. People never fondle a hedgehog. 
The 
most 
sentimental 
Greenlander

power of an ill disposed woman. In the 
portrait gallery of Bible queens we find 
Abigail and Buth and Miriam andVashti 
and Deborah, but in the rogues' gallery 
of a police station you find the pictures 
of women as well as men. 
Delilah's 
picture belongs to the rogues' gallery, 
but she had more power than all Philis- 
tia armed with sword and spear. 
She 
could carry off'the iron gates of Sam- 
son's resolution as easily as he should- 
ered the gates of Gaza. The force that 
had killed the lion which one day 
plunged out fierce from the thicket ut- 
terly succumbs to thè silken '^et which 
Delilah weaves for the giant. 
He who 
had driven an army in riotous retreat 
with the bleached jaw bone, 
smiting 
them hip and thigh with great slaughter, 
now falls captive at the feet of an un- 
worthy woman. Delilah in the Bible 
stands in the memorable company of 
Adah, and Zillah, and Bathsheba, and 
Jezebel, and Athaliah, and Herodias. 
How deplorable the influence of such iii 
contrast with Eebecca and Phoebe and 
Huldah and Tryphona and Jephtha's 
daughter and Mary, the mother of Jesus. 
While the latter glitter in the firmament 
of God's word like constellations with 
steadj', cheerful, holy light, the foi-mer 
shoot like baleful meteors across the 
terrified heavens, ominous of war, dis- 
aster, and' death. If there is a divine 
power in the good mother, her face 
bright with purity, an unselfish love 
beaming from her eye, a gentleness that 
by pangs and sufferings and holy anx- 
ieties has been mellowing and soften- 
ing for many a year,' uttering itself in 
every syllable, a dignity that cannot be 
dethroned, united with the playfulness 
that will not be checked, her hand the 
charm that will instantly take pain out 
of the child's worst wound, her presence 
a perpetual benediction, her name our 
defense when we are tempted, her mem- 
ory an outgushing well of tears and 
congratulation and thanksgiving, her 
heaven a palm waving and a coronal; 
then there is just as great an influence 
in the opposite direction in the bad 
mother, her brow beclouded with ungov- 
erned passion, her eye flashing with un- 
sanctified fire, her lips the fountain of 
fretfulness and depravity, her example 
a mildew and a blasting, her name a 
disgrace to coming 
generations, 
her 
memory a signal for bitterest anathema, 
her eternity a whirlwind and a suff'oca- 
tion and a-darkness. 


One wrong headed, wrong hearted 
mother may ruin one child, and that 
one child, grown up, may destroy a hun- 
dred people, and the hundred blast a 
thousand, and the thousand a million. 
The wife's sphere is a realm of honor 
and power almost unlimited. 
What a 
blessing was Sarah to Abraham, was 
Deborah to Lapidoth, was Zipporah .to 
Moses, was Huldah to Shallum. 
There 
are multitudes of men in the marts of 
trades whose fortunes have been the re- 
sult of a wife's frugality. Four hands 
have been achieving that estate two at 
•^Le store, two at the home. 
The bur- 
dens of life are comparatively light 
when there are other hands to help us 
lift them. The greatest difficulties have 
often slunk away because there were 
four eyes to look them out of counte- 
nance. 
What care you for the hard 
knocks in the world as long as you have 
a bright domestic circle for harbor? 


One cheerful word in the 
evening 
tide as you come in has silenced the 
clamor of unpaid notes and the disap- 
pointment of poor investments. 
Your 
table m£^y be quite frugally spread, but i 
it seems more beautiful to you than 
many tables thatsmoke with venison and 
blusii with Burgundy. Peace meets you 
at the door, sits beside you at the table, 
lights up the èvening stand and sings 
in the nursery. 
You have seen an aged 
couple who for scores of j'ears have 
helped each other on in life's pilgrim- 
age going down the steep of years. 
LOUK association has made them much 


shorn. God, for some reason best known 
to himself, made the strength of Samson 
to depend on the length of his hair; 
when the shears clipped it his strength 
was gone. 
The strength of men is 
variously distj;ibuted. 
Sometimes it lies 
in physical development, sometimes in 
intellectual attainment, sometimes in 
heart force, sometimes in social posi- 
tion, sometimes in 
financial 
accumula- 
tion; and there is always a sharp shears 
ready to destroy it.

He could wrestle with giants 
in opposing systems of philosophy and 
carry off the gates of opposing schools, 
and smite the enemies of truth hip and 
thigh with great slaughter. 
But he be- 
gan to tamper with brilliant freethink- 
ing. 
Modern theories of the soul threw 
over him their blandishments. 
Skep- 
ticism was the Delilah that shore his 
locks off, and ail the Philistines of 
doubt and darkness and despair were 
upon him.

SALTifBSS 
OF THE 
SEA. 


The density of the sea—"its specific 
gravity," to use the language of the 
• »the chemist-^depends on three things: 
the amount of salts it holds in solution, 
the temperature and the pressure. 
The 
two former, and particularly the 
first 
named, are the most" important factors 
in the question, and as there is a wide 
difference in these respects in the seas, 
of difierent parts of the wofld, so we 
find that the sea-water shares in these 
differences. 


Salt varies in amount, as the 
Drache 
observations prove, at different depths, 
the surface water in the North 
Sea 
showing, as might have been expected, 
the least amount, while in parts of the 
tropics aad elsewhere, exposed to dry- 
ing winds, great heat, but little rainfall, 
the greatest amount of salinity is found 
on the sHrface. 


Yet, even in the limited area of the 
North Sea, the surface salinity varies 
considerably, patches of salt above the 
average being found where the expanse 
is not affected 
by the fresh water 
pouring seaward from the rivers bor- 
dering it and other causes. 


Similar inequalities 
are found in 
every ocean. 
Enclosed seas, like the 
Baltic and Black, and Hudson's Bay, 
owing to the large number of rivers 
flowing into them, and to the rain and 
melting ice and snow, are brackish. 


Now, if these seas were 
stagnant, 
fhey would in time become almost 
fresh. 
But the fresh surface 
water, 
flowing out in a steady current, while 
the salt water pours in Avith equal per- 
sistence as an under-current, the aver- 
age salinity is maintained with tolera- 
ble uniformity, taking the mean of a 
number of years, 
though 
there 
are 
pei'iodical fluctuations in this respect. 


Again, 
the Mediterranean and the 
Ked Sea are much salter than the In- 
dian Ocean or the Atlantic, 
between 
which they lie. 
But here again the 
mean salinity is preserved by a current 
of oceanic water flowing in on the sur- 
face, while an under current of salt, in- 
land water flows outward, these recipro- 
cal movements preventing the stagna- 
tion which must otherwise ensue.

NEW Towc, Oot 6.— The hotue of 


deputies to the Episcopal convention 
held in St. George's church, reconvened 
at 9 o'clock, this morning. The day's 
session was opened by prayer and relig- 
ions services conducted by the bishop 
of Delaware and Rev. Dr. Boutty, of 
Kansas. 


At 11 o'clock the discussion concern- 


ing the twelfth change in the prayer 
book was resumed, at the point at which 
it was dropped on Thursday.

K. Tatxe, of "Arkansas, said in regard to 
the Nicene creed; "It is not tho creed 
of the church. It was first forced npon 
the church by civil power. It is the

The discussion was participated in by 


others. Rev. R. H. Holland, of Mis- 
sonri, also spoke strongly in favor of the 
retention of the creed. Rev. Dr. G. M. 
Christian, of Newark, said, "We have 
no more right to cut ont the Nicene 
creed thau wo have to mutilate the 
Apostle's Creed and make no explana- 
tion."
